April 11. Returned to-day from a trip to Ramree 
and Sandoway, with health of self and family 
much improved. The physicians have been urg- 
ing me, for some time, to leave the province, or, 
at least, go to sea ; and, although I could not now 
follow their advice, to the letter, I was very glad 
to accept the kind offer of Mr. Adams, to provide 
me with a boat, to go down the coast two or three 
‘hundred miles ; both on my own account, and on 
that of Mrs. Comstock. We spent three days at 
Ramree ; and, although I was not able to do 
much, the native assistant was very busy among 


very anxious to get books. A mission should be 
established at Ramree immediately. At Sando- 
way, where we spent nearly four days, the peo- 
ple were attentive and sought for books with avidi- 
ty. Sandoway is a large pleasant village, and 
should be occupied by a migsionary at once — 
Here the assistant commissiofier, for the southern 
district of the province, resides. We had a few 
opportunities of preaching Christ, and giving 
away tracts, bythe way. The trip has evidently 
‘been of much service to us, and I hope the truth 
\declared, and the tracts distributed, may do good 
'to some of these darkened heathen. On arriving 
| home, I found two native Christians from Manl- 
| mein——oue a Burman, and the other a Bengalee 
'—who had come to aid in spreading the truth in 
'Arracan. I have long needed native help ; 
/now that I have it, may the Lord bless our efforts, 
‘and bring multitudes of the heathen here, to a 
/knowledge of the truth as it is in Christ. 

16. As there is a vacation in the school, only 
the native Christians and a few others were at 
worship. Spoke of the rest which remains for 
the people of God. I now have native worship 
at my house every evening, reading a portion of 
scripture, which I explain, and concluding with 
prayer by one of the Christians or myself. 

23. This morning the native assistants held a 
prayer-meeting, and at eleven, I preached from 
the words, “ Like as a father pitieth his children, 
so the Lord pitieth them that fear him.”

Bronson and 
I entered one of them, and the two sisters the oth- 
er; and thus we commenced our uncomfortable 
journey, while the rain poured down in torrents. 
Though very inconvenient for travelling, these 
light boats are the safese which can be used in 
coming up the river, at this season of the year. 
Weastarted on Wednsday morning, and reach’d the 
mouth ofthe Disburn river about eight o’clock in 
th¢ evening. Felt the need of a good supper, but 
could not obtain it, and were obliged to content 
ourselves with a hasty meal, cooked with difficul- 
ty upon the wet sand. Br Bronson is ina very 
low state, and we fearthe journey will be more 
than he is able to bear, especially since we can 
procure no food suitable for a sick person. 

13. Thursday. To-day a kind Providence hac 
favoured us with a fair day, and we passed rapidly 
up the quiet waters of the Disburn, avoiding the 
great river, where the current is very dangerous. 
Stopped for the night by,the side of an extensive 
forest, where we enjoyed a walk upon the bank, 
which was truly refreshing afier having been close 
confined in our boats for threedays. The leech- 
es and musquitoes, however,soon compelled us to 
retire to our boats. 

14, Fiiday. Entered the Borola, a small 
stream connecting the Disburn with the Brahma- 
putra. Re-entered the Brahmaputra just before 
night. 

15. Saturday. To-day we have been strugling 
with the currents of the great river. Passed 

-many dangerous places, where the trees had fall- 
en in from the bank and obstructed the passage, 
while others were continually falling, as the 
stream carried away the earth from their roots. 
Many of these spots exactly resembled the place 
where our lamented br Thomas was killed, and 
our Journey was on this account clothed with ad- 
ditional terror. Passed into another small stream 
at evening, the Kerua, which will bring us out 
nearly opposite the Sadiya. 

17. Reached Sadiya at six o’clock this eve- 
ning. Although our situation since leaving the 
budgerow, has been very unpleasant, yet we all 
feel our healths rather improved than otherwise. 

20. Br. Cutter started off for the purpose of 
bringing up the budgerow and the baggage boat, 
which we supposed were yet lingering at the place 
where we left them. He succeeded in starting 
the boatman on, and we had at length the plea- 
sure of seeing the boats arrive in safety before 
our doors, with all the baggage, among which 
were the new printing and standing presses sent 
out for this station. ‘These have arrived most op- 
portunely, as we stand in great need of them. 

Aug. 20. Have had another attack of fever 
and ague this month, which commenced on the 
7th inst., and has brought me very low. This 
fever appears to be similar to what emigrants 
from New England experienced on removing to 
Michigan, and other places in the vicinity of the 
great lakes. Sometimes I feel that this feeble 
frame is fast wearing out. Indeed, ‘ death at the 
fartherst can’t be far.’ The recent instances of 
sickness among our number, and especially the 
loss of our dear br. Thomas, admonish us that our 
end is nigh.

SOME THOUGHTS ON THE PRESENT 
RBEVIVALG. 
In various passages of Scripture, the great 
God has declared himselfa jealous God,—that 
He is jealous of his glory and his name—that He 
does not look with an eye of indifference on the 
feelings with which his fallen creatures regard 
the operations of his hand; whether exerted in 
the common benefits of his providence, or in the 
special influences of his grace. He has expres- 
sed anger, and indignation, as well as grief, at the 
hardness of heart, blindness of mind, and ingrati- 
tude of those, on whom the wonderful display of 
his power, made but a slight and transient im- 
pression. | 
Let these remarks be now applied to the con- 
sciences of professing christians, in the present 
period of revivals in this state, and more especial- 
ly in the Baptist churches. It has pleased the 
Lord, to send a refreshing from his presence on 
the Baptist ehurches in the two semi-capitals of 
this state, New Haven and Hartford, and in the 
cities of Middletown and Bridgeport. All these 
revivals it is believed, commenced in Baptist con- 
gregations, and from them extended to other de- | 
nominations. When a work of grace takes place 
in a city, or any dense population, the number 
whom the excitement of the occasion draws to- 
gether is very great ; and doubtless multitudes’ 
are thus brought toa knowledge of the truth. | 
Hence the peculiar cause for praise, and grati-| 
tude, when the special influences of the Holy'| 
Spirit are experienced in a crowded population. 
How have these revivals been appreciated by 
Christians ? by many of those who love, and fear | 
God, and who mean to obey him? They are suffi-| 
ciently excited on other subjects, which now agi- 
tate the public. Debates in our national coun- 
cils-—the sub-treasury bill, &c. can excite their 
ardent feelings, and give warmth, and energy to 
their utterance: but they converse on the most 
important of all subjects, the conversion of sinners, 
with a painful degree of lukewarmness. Is this 
treating the great God with the respect due to 
his name ? Is this receiving their heavenly Fath- 
er, as they would receive a respected and beloved

Can zeal for 
the honor of my Saviour, and a heartfelt desire for 
the salvation of my fellow beings consist with 
all this lakewarmness ?

Upon the de- 
cision of the motion in the affirmative by a large 
majority, Dr. Beman was sworn into office, and 
a Clerk also elected. A motion was then made, 
that the General Assembly of the Unived States 
do now adjourn to meet forthwith at the Ist Pres- 
byterian church, (Mr. Barnes’) which being deci- 
ded in the affirmative, the General Assembly left 
the church and went to Mr. Barnes’. 

The minority, or as some call them, the old 
school party, remained where they were, and 
went on with their business as if nothing had 
happened. Rev. Mr. Plummer, of Virginia, was 
elected Moderator—after which, they adjourned 
till 5 o’clock, when they reassembled and resum- 
ed business.
